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THE SENATE VACANCY 

The death of Senator Forget leaves @ gap in 
Alberta representation in the Senate. When the 
provinces of Alberta anc, Saskatchewan were 
formed and the Senatorial representation of the 
four western provinces was increased to 24 or six 
to each province, one of the six Alberta senators 
was selected as the representative of the French 
Canadian portion of the population. Soma vears 
later Senator Roy was appointed Canadian Com- 
missioner in Paris and Senator Forget was ap- 
pointed in his place. There seemed to be good 
and sufficient reasons in 1905 why Alberta should 
have a French speaking representative in the 
Senate. These reasons were believed to be just 
as good when Senator Forget succeeded Senator 
Roy. There has been no change of conditions 
since that would render French Canadian repre- 
sentation in the Senate less desirable from a 
national point of view than it was on the two 
previous occasions mentioned. The recognized 
reason for the existence of the Senate is the 
protection of the constitutional rights of minori- 
ties. 

It is for the strength and safety of the State 
that it should be frecly understood that these 
rights are not, and are not to be, endangered. 
Tt is to be hoped that a wise selection will be 
made of a French Canadian Senator for Alberta 
——one who will succeed the late Senator Forget 
as worthily as he succeeded Senator, now High 
Commissioner Roy. 


BULGARIA MAKES A CHANGE. 
Bulgaria has revolted against united farmer 
rule; upset the administration and installed a 
new set of ministers. That seems to be the ren) 
meaning of the sudden change of Government in 


that country. The coup apparently came off with- | 


out bloodshed. That indicates foresight and or- 
ganization on the part of the promoters, but it 
also argues that they had public sympathy on 
their side in the capital and the larger centres 
Otherwise riots and fighting must have been the 
order of the day, considering the course which 
such movements usually take in the Balkan coun 
try. Just what the new Government 
will have to be disclosed by its conduct. Its firs’ 
act was to liberate the ex-ministers who were re- 
sponsible for taking Bulgaria into the war on the 
side of Germany. That may 
toward the policy they pursued, or it may only 
be an act of leniency. What will mostly interest 
outsiders is the official declaration that the Gov- 
ernment intends to carry out the country’s obliga- 
tions arising from the war; which may be sup 
posed to mean that its debts will be paid and no 
trouble made about the teritory that was taken 
from it and given to Greece. London seems to 
ruspect that the new Ministry will be hostile to 
the re-establishment of the Turks in Europe. That 
is likely enough, though Bulgaria is hardly in 
position at present to do any more thar protest 
against the favors shown to its late ally but tradi. 
ional and inevitable enemy. 
THE WORLD SERIES. 

Edmonton is this week the scene of a struggle 
for international honors, when the lady basket- 
ball champions of the United States will clash 
with ‘‘Bdmonton’s own’’ champions of the Dom- 
jinion, The prize at stake is the world champion- 
\ship. When-two such teams meet under any con- 
ditions the exhibition is bound to be well worth 
‘the admission. That they meet here in a contest 
for world honors is a unique event 
paratively new country, and one of outstanding 
importance in several respects. The preliminary 
jnterest aroused in the series has given Edmonton 


and Western Canada a wide measure of publicity | 


It has re- 
minded the rest of the continent that this far 
western city is to be denoted by a large dot on the 
athletic map, and that besides growing cattle and 
grain which carry off the prizes at the Chicago 
International, prairie Canada also produces youn, 
women and young men who are prepared to match 
their strength, skill and endurance against those 
of all comers. 

Even those who do not take any particular 
interest in sports can hardly be indifferent to the 
significance of the latter fact. A country that 
produces athletes is taking care of its future, and 
one whose young women turn to such strenuous 
amusements as basketball need not worry about 
the next generation being weaklings’ While a 
good deal more noise is being made about it, the 
mauling match that is to take place next month 
at Shelby, Montana, is of trifling importance to 
the general welfare, present and future, compared 
to this competition between women teams holding 
the championships of the United States and Can 
ada in basketball. These honors have been won 
by struggle. They represent the net results of 
thousands of hard-fought’ games which have been

WHERE FROM, AND HOW MUCH? 

The Canada Colonization association has boon 
put through a reorganizing process) With the 
result apparently that it is now under direct cor 
trol of the Dominion Government, the C.P.R. and 
the Canadian National. From being an associa 
tion of private citizens the organization thus 
becomes a publicly recognized and officially di 
rected agency for promoting immigation to Can 
}ada, And where as it formerly depended upen 
contributions from sympathetic sources, it will 
now presumably be supported by appropriations 
from the funds of the two railways and from 
| Federal treasury. With that backing there should 
be no danger of the enterprise stalling for lack of 
money ,and it is to be supposed that its activities 
will be correspondingly increased. 

Under the new arrangement the railways may 
he supposed to supply the steam, while the Gov 
ernment will keep its hand on the brakes. No 
interests in the country are more directly, or so 
largely, concerned in getting more people into 
Canada than the railways—as a means of increns 
ing production and trade, The railways must live 
on the traffic they handle. The C.P-R. is able to 
make expenses and earn interest on its cost by 
hauling the traffic now offered to it. But, like 
every live association of business men that cor 


more money. 
its way with the volume of freight now available 
to it, even in years when the prairies reap as 
heavy crops as can be looked for. The directors of 
both enterprises are therefore keen for increased 
traffic. That can only be got as there occurs in 
crease of population; and of that part of the 
population engaged in farming, lumbering 
mining, manufacturing, and other directly pro- 
ductive kinds of industry. If those who are 
charged with the management of these railways 
are awake to their needs—and they are—it is to 
be supposed that they will want the immigration 
machine operated at high speed. 

| The position of the Government is not pre- 
cisely the same, The conditions prevailing in the 
country must take precedence over the welfare 
even of the public-owned railway, in the thought 
of the Ministers: To the railways 
look much alike so long as they have the price of 
the tickets. What may be their political ideas or 
racial characteristics are matters of minor moment 
to those who are concerned primarily in selling 
transportation to them and in getting them into 
the country. Where they come from, and whether 
they are assimilable, are questions not necessarily 
involved in their economic value ta the railways 
So long as a prospective immigrant seems likely 
to help inerease business, he is likely to look good 
to the railway directors. 

The Government, however, has some other con- 
siderations to keep in mind We have had, since 
| the last big immigration movement, cause to note 
that it makes a difference where 
come from, and what sort of ideas and ideals they 
bring with them. The standard of judgment used 
to be whether the new comer would turn into a 
‘‘Canadian.’’ But that has been found to be too 
| broad a term; one may be a Canadian by natural 
ization and anything else in sentiment and fact. 
What will be insisted upon is that immigrants 
hereafter shall not only be willing to swear al 
legiance to Canada in return for the privilege of 
living here, but that they shall be people who are 
likely to conform to the political standards and 
relationships of the Dominion, come peace or war. 
For reds and hyphenates there is no room in 
Canada. That is one point upon which the Domin- 
ion Government will be expected to stand firm, 
Any proposal to import hordes of people from the 
countries with which we were lately at war will 
not be tolerated. We must seek our new citizens 
among our kinsmen overseas and among tho 
peoples who ranged with us when we had to fight 
|for our national existence. The national safety

Canada needs people, 
but people who can take care of themselves, and 
create opportunities for profitable employment 
Along with the influx of people there must be an 
influx of money. The immigrant who is particu 
larly wanted and needed is the one who can bring 
enough capital with him to buy a low-priced farm,
